Infringing Press Freedom 


Government can infringe on 


freedom of the press through 
either direct intervention in the 
contents of publication or 
through confiscatory charges on 
distribution. 


Proposed second-class mail 


rates set by the Postal Service in 
effect would curtail newspaper 
distribution to thousands of 
readers. 


If the rates are approved by 


the Postal Rate Commission, 
newspaper management could 
see subscription costs increase 
142 per cent in the next five 
years. 


Squeezed by higher costs on all 


sides, newspaper patrons may 
find the forced rate increases 
prohibitive. Newspapers and 
other publications, therefore, 
would become beyond the 
financial 
reach 
of 
many 


Americans. 


Particularly hard hit will be 


small weekly papers, which 
depend almost exclusively on the 
mail for distribution. 


The new rates are based on 199 


per cent of attributable, or ac- 
tual, costs of handling the mail. 
Postal officials say that the extra 
charge is necessary to cover 
overhead beyond actual handling 
costs. 


We appreciate the fact that the 


Postal Service is attempting to 
operate on a business-like basis. 
But when rates clearly prohibit 
many Americans from access to 
varied publications, freedom of 
the press, guarded by the U.S. 
Constitution, is endangered. 
Reassessment of the proposed 
rate structure is in order. -Dallas

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Peace Mob 
Fails to Halt 
D.C. Traffic 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Anti- 


war demonstrators fought po- 
lice in a six-hour series of skir- 
mishes on the capital's streets 
today. Rush-hour traffic was 
snarled, but the arrest of more 
than 6,000 protesters frustrated 
their efforts to paralyze the na- 
tion's government. 


Beginning before dawn and 


continuing until noon, flying 
squads of policemen fired vol- 
leys of tear gas and wielded 
billy clubs to disperse crowds 
of demonstrators. Scores were 
injured. 


At noon, as National Guards- 


men, Marines and Army para- 
troopers joined police in patrol- 
ling littered streets, the may- 
or's office estimated 6,000 per- 
sons had been arrested. Subur- 
ban Virginia police said they 
arrested another 300. 


The protesters'

tactics temporarily blocked nu- 
merous intersections 
in the 


city. But a strong show of fed- 
eral force kept traffic flowing 
across four major 
Potomac 


River bridges—a key target of 
the Mayday demonstrators. 


"The city is open. The traffic

expanding costs of present and 
proposed federal programs will 
offset all revenue gains from 
Vietnam troop withdrawals and 
from economic growth through 
1975, a budget study by the 
Brookings Institution shows.

gin will be surplus in the Social 
Security trust fund, the report 
said, Congress probably will 
have spent it in advance for in- 
creased Social Security bene- 
fits. 


Brookings Institution is an in-

tion respected in the govern- 
ment and elsewhre for its work. 


The report, a 336-page vol- 


ume, was written by former 
Budget Director Charles L. 
Schultze and three Brookings 
Institution staff economists. 


It analyzed Nixon's $229.9 bil- 


lion budget for 1972, program 
by program. Among its con- 
clusions: 


—By the mid-1970s, the high- 


way trust fund will build to a 
multibillion dollar surplus be- 
cause road tax revenues will 
outrun the scheduled highway 
spending by $1 billion to $1.5 
billion a year. 


—The goal of 25 million new 


housing units in the 1969-1978 
decade will not be met. The au- 
thors foresee 23,380,000 new 
dwellings. 


—It would require an esti- 


mated 9 per cent rise in the 
money supply for the national 
output to reach $1.065 trillion 
this year—an economic as- 
sumption Nixon made in his 
budget—but so rapid an in- 
crease seems doubtful. 


—If the production goal is at- 


tained, accompanied by a sub- 
stantial decline in unemploy- 
ment, the advance might renew 
inflationary 
pressures 
and 


cause larger price increases 
than the projected 4 per cent.

This is the 
argument that the death penal- 
ty is a form of cruel am) unusu- 
al punishment prohibited by the 
Constitution. The court has nev- 
er ruled on that**, question, al- 
though the issue is regularly 
put to the justices in appeals 
from condemned men. 


"Our function," Harlan said, 


"is not to impose on the states, 
ex cathedra, what might seem 
to us a better system for deal- 
ing with capital cases. Rather 
it is to decide whether the fed- 
eral Constitution proscribes the 
present procedures of these 
states in such cases." 


Historically, Harlan said, the 


question of capital punishment 
has been shifted to the judg- 
ment and the consciences of the 
juries. He said it would require 
a strong showing to upset this 
settled practice of the nation on 
constitutional grounds. 


"We find it quite impossible 


to say that committing to the 
untrammeled discretion of the 
jury the power to pronounce 
life or death in capital cades is 
offensive to anything in the 
Constitution," Harlan wrote. 


"The states are entitled to as- 


sume that jurors 
confronted 


with the truly awesome respon- 
sibility of decreeing death for a 
fellow human will act with due 
regard for the consequences of 
their decision ..." 
; 


With this judgment the court 


rejected the argument made by 
attorneys for Mcgautha and 
Crampton that juries should be 
stripped of their "absolute disr 
cretion" to decide which de- 
fendants convicted of capital 
crimes should die and which 
should get life sentences. 


The second point, raised by. 


Crampton, was that the process: 
of deciding 
on a sentence 


should be split off from the 
guilt-or-innocence phase of the 
trial. The reasoning was that a 
defendant who testified could 
incriminate himself while by 
remaining silent he could be 
withholding information 
that 


would mitigate the penalty. If 
the trial is split, the argument 
went, the dilemma would be re- 
solved.

Brock Case 
Sent Back 
for Retrial 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court or- 
dered today that John Weber be 
given a new trial in the 1969 
shooting death of Claude Brock.

their parents of corporal pun- 
ishment, beatings and long pe- 
riods spent in solitary con- 
finement. 


Narrator 
Edwin 
Newman 


said that an estimated one mil- 
lion children will be arrested 
this year, encountering a spe- 
cial system of justice, special 
because the rules apply only to 
children. It involves crimes like 
running away from home, 
truancy, being out too late at 
night. He stressed repeatedly 
that most children called juve- 
nile delinquents have broken 
laws which do not exist for 
adults. And that many of them 
are held without trials, hear- 
ings or legal representation. 


While the NBC team was ex- 


cluded from some institutions it 
was investigating, in others 
Carr was able to interview 
young inmates who told of 
being beaten with boards, 
repeatedly rapped on the arch 
of the foot and being locked up 
in barren cages for prolonged 
periods. An official of a mental 
hospital defended as a "treat- 
ment" tying two 13-year-old 
boys to their beds for 77 hours 
and of keeping a girl, who had 
slapped a matron, tied to her 
bed for seven consecutive days. 


They were admitted freely to 


the two Indiana reform schools, 
and the boys school superinten- 
dent did not attempt to evade 
the fact there were abuses—too 
many boys in for too short peri- 
ods, he said, and there was the 
problem of untrained 
super- 


visory employes, many of them 
with no experience with juve- 
niles. 


It was a hard-hitting, well- 


documented hour and put a 
spotlight on a dark corner of 
American justice.
